WHY THE CHAMBER OBJECTS. 


—IIRR 


In moving the resolution, the Chairman 
said:—I wish, first, to make it quite clear 
that the Dublin Chamber of Commerce does 
not, and never did, object to the principle of 
the extension of the relief of the destitute 
poor provided for in the Poor Relief (Dublin) 
Bill, bat it does strongly object to the pro- 
posed sub-division of the Dublin Unions. 
which restricts the area of charge to Dublin, 
Pembroke and Rathmines districts. 

Indicating the steps which have been taken 
to date, Be said :—In the Poor Law Unions of 
Dublin City and County the classes of per- 
sons to whom outdoor relief may be legally 
granted are—(a) Persons permanently dis- 
abled by old age and infirmity: (b) persons 
temporarily incapacitated by illness or acci- 
dent; (c) widows with two or more legiti- 
mate children. Elsewhere the statutory |:mi- 
tations affecting the granting of outdoor 
relief to able-bodied persons, to widows with 
less than two legitimate children, etc., were 
removed under Section 10 of the Local 
Government (Temporary Provisions) Act, 

The purpose of Senator Johnson’s Dublin 
City and County (Relief of the Poor) Bill, 
1929, was to place the guardians of the poor 
in. the County and City of Dublin in exactly 
the same position, as far as outdoor relief is 
concerned, as the rest of the country. This 
bill rapidly passed through the Senate with- 
out anvone objecting to the principle of the 
relief of the able-bodied. No estimate of 
the amount of money involved was given, 
and there was no two years’ residence qualifi- 
cation, such as exists in the present Peor 
Relief (Dublin) Biull. 

A POSTPONEMENT. 

If the bill had become Jaw the absence of a 
residence qualification would have made the 
ratepayers of Dublin liable for the relief of 
all the destitute poor who might subsequently 
arrive in Dublin in search of employment. 
When the bill reached the Da!) the Dublin 
County Council objected to it on the ground 
that they had never been consulted on the 
matter. The bill was postponed for further 
consideration. The City Commissioners, 
realising the burden that would be placed on 
the ratepayers of the city, publicly stated 
that 5,000 additional families would have to 
be dealt with at a cost of £200,000 to 
£250,000 per annum, excluding single men 
and married men without families. 

The Minister for Local Government, seek- 
ing to attain the object of Senator 
Johnson’s Bl without any legislation, 
called a conference of the representatives 
of the Dublin Union Commissioners, the 
Dublin City Commissioners, the Dublin 
County Council, the Balrothery Union 
and the Rathdown Union to consider 
the outlines of a scheme under the Local 
Government (Temporary Provisions) Act, 
1923, which would place the Metropolitan 
City and County in the same position as 
the other counties. In the report of this 
metting, it is stated—‘‘ The Minister’ ex- 
pressed the view that he would be agree- 
able to the principle that such additional 
cost as might arise should be borne, in so 
far as the city was concerned, by the rate- 
payers of the city.” The Conference ie- 
commended that for the purpose of relieving 
the able-bodied the urban districts should be 
separated from the rural districts, and that 
50 per cent. of the cost of relief should be 
borne by the Government, who should raise 
it by an entertainment tax. 


COMMITTEE'S PROPOSAL. 

The following is an extract from the re- 
port of their Committee :—‘t The Committee 
also fee] that it is absolutely unfair to im 
pose on the local ratepayers the entire cost 
of the relief of unemployment. They, how- 
ever, fully appreciate that, whether it is 
to be borne by the country or by the dis- 
trict, the money must be found, and taxa- 
tion, national or local, must be imposed. 
They, therefore, would ask the Minister for 
Local Government to request the Minister 
for Finance and the Executive Council that 
at least fifty per cent. of the cost should be 
paid by the Government, and suggest that 
an entertainment tax would appear to be 
the most suitable source from which the 
necessary extra amount should be raised. The 
imposition of half the cost locally will pre- 
vent irresponsible and ill-considered expendi- 
ture, and were it not for this reason this 
Committee would press for the acceptance of 
the entire cost as a national charge.” 

The Minister rejected the latter »roposal, 
but aceepted portion of the former, and de- 
cided, in the Poor Relief (Dublin) Bill, to 
subdivide the Dublin Union, thus materiaily 
increasing the proposed burden on the rate- 
payers otf Dublin City, Pembroke and Rath- 
mines. 

The Chamber of Commerce immedizte!y 
dissented, and urged that equitably everv 
county should bear the burden of any Ir 
Law charges in connection with the main- 
tenance of its nationals, and pending the 
introduction of a bill embodying this prin 
ciple, the Council recommended that the Poor 
Relief (Dublin) Bill be amended to make the 
area of charge the whole of the County 
of Dublin, as if a joint scheme had been 
formulated under the Local Government (Tem- 
porary Provisions) Act, 1923. The Minister 
said that he could not see his way to modify 
his bill in the manner proposed. 


SOURCE OF DIFFICULTY. 

The whole difficulty would appear, there- 
fore, to have first arisen through the objection 
of the Unions in Dublin County to having 
PA upon them their share of an increased 
evy, followed by the alternative proposal of 
the Ministry to put the whole burden on to 
the ratepayers of Dublin City, Pembroke and 
Rathmines. The intended sub-division of the 
Dublin Union necessitates this new relief for 
the able-bodied being treated as a separate 
charge additional to the ordinary charge for 
outdoor relief. 

The Minister for Local Government stated 
that the proportion of unemployed, as against 
the ordinary people seeking relief, should not 
be so very cock different in Dublin City 
from that in Cork City, or in Limerick City 
or Waterford City; and he also stated that 
in Limegick the amount of relief given to the 
able-bodied was one-third of the total amount 
of outdoor relief. 
for ordinary outdoor relief for next year 
heing £93,000, the amount required for the 
able-bodied for the year would be £50,000. 

The valuation of the area, Dublin, Rath- 
mines and Pembroke, is £1;685,618. A penny 
rate on this valuation would produce £7,000, 
so that a rate of 8d, in the £ would cover 
the expenses for next year. Add 50 per cent. 
for the relief which must be given this year 
and paid for next year, and we get a rate of 
1s. The resolution which is before you ailows 
the generous rate of 2s. in the £ to cover 
the relief which hitherto has not been given 
in Dublin, and requests that any moneys 
expended in excess of that amount shall be 
attributed to the relief of the influx from the 
rest of the country, and shall be treated 
as a national charge. 

THE POSITION STATED. 

A brief summary shows the position then 
fo be: The City Commissioners’ estimate of 
the cost of increased taxation imposed by 
the bill is cénaiderably greater than that of 
the Government rts..

In 
France, we know, a portion of the revenue 
derived from the betting tax is segreg- 
ated for the relief of the Paris poor. There 
i no good reason why the same might 
not be done in Ireland, and the money— 
derived from taxation of betting-shops in 
Dublin, if they are to be allowed to remain- 
be applied to the relief of destitution in 
Dublin. (Applause.) 
“UNFAIRLY TREATED.” 

Mr. George N. Jacob, in seconding the re- 

solution, said that they had summoned that 
meeting because they wanted all the mem- 
bers of the Chamber to let the Government 
know that they were backing up the Council 
on this subject Dublin was being very un- 
fairly treated, and he did not think that they 
should allow this proposed legislation to go 
through without giving it their determined 
opposition. The cost was, in his opinion, 
very unfairly apportioned. It should have 
been spread over, at all events, what would 
be Greater Dublin. (Hear, hear.) The people 
of the outside districts, who lived on their 
businesses in Dublin, would escape the extra 
taxation, but it was a very serious problem 
lor the traders and manufacturers in Dublin 
to have further handicaps put upon their in- 
dustries, which were already seriously hit. 
(Hear, hear.) He quite recognised that 
something should be done in the way of 
helping those unfortunate people who were 
willing to work, but could not get work. 
How that was to be done was a matter for 
mature eonsideration, and he thought that 
something should be done at an early date. 
. In my opinion, concluded Mr. Jacob, the 
Government have worked on the wrong lines. 
They should have gone moye in the way of 
providing some work. pple ey! ‘You 
demoralise a man when you give him a liberal 
allowance and no work. We want you to 
express the opinion of the Chamber as a 
whole, so that the Council will be put in a 
very strong position in their communications 
with the Government. (Applause.) 


RATHMINES COUNCIL.

CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 

Mrs. Mary Kettle, Chairman Rathmines 
District Council, said that she was very glad 
of the opportunity to address the meeting, 
because it gave Rathmines Council a platform. 
Though she was not speaking officially, she 
said, the Rathmines Council felt very strongly 
and was determined to register its protest 
against the extra taxation which the bill if 
passed would place on the township without 
the Council’s being in any way consulted. 
Rathmines Township was a very important 
area, and it should not be treated as this 
bill proposed to do. She would like to know 
was it because they had elected representa 
tives that they shculd be so treated? She 
had heard that they were chgsen because they 
were to be included in the Greater Dublin 
scheme. ‘Was that what they were to expect 
from being -rcluded—increased taxation and 
no advantages? I° so, it was well to know it. 

Rathmines was doing its part in feeding 
and sheltering the unemployed and destitute. 
and she suggested that the cost of this relief 
should be a national charge and that the area 
should be extended 

A CONFESSION OF FAILURZ. 

The bill wae a confession of failure on the 
part: of the Dublin Borough Commissioneys 
and the Government. The Minister said that 
it was a temporary measure. W; The 
reason appeared to be that there was worse 
(Hear, hear.) 

The experts disagreed as to the money that 
would be needed. The Minister repudiated 
what the Commissioners estimated: so it 
was impossible to know what it would let the 
ratepayers in for. Those whom the bill in- 
tended to henefit did not want relief—they 
wanted work. It would be much better if 
some scheme of productive work was evolved. 

The reaction of this bill if passed on the 
taxpayer would be that it would hit and dis- 
courage industry and it would not satisfy any- 
body. á : : 
Mr. Hubbard Clark supported the resolu- 
tion. He desired to protest against the 
suggestion freely made that opposition to the 
bill was confined to the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce. ‘That was not so; for he knew 
that a good many trade organisations had 
met, discussed the bill and. made their pro- 
test. He thought that their largely attended 
meeting was another indication that the 
opposition was not confined to the Chamber. 
He was surprised that the promoters of the 
bill did not suggest that it was a newspaper 
‘“ stunt,’’ and he was sure that they were all 
indebted to the Dublin Press for the. action 
it had taken in regard to the measure. 

It was said that the ratepayers did not 
oppose the measure, but they should remem- 
ber that the ratepayers had no means of 
expressing their opinion. : 

“TOO LIBERAL.” 

With regard to the resolution, the only 
Gbjection he had to it was that it was too 
liberal in its terms. In his opinion, the 
entire amount of additional taxation ought 
to be a State charge. (Hear, hear.) At pre- 
sent the number of unemployed in the city 
was very great, but if this bill became law it 
would increase, because the unemployed from 
outside would come to the city in increasing 
numbers. 

As to the suggested temporary character of 
the measure, he could not conceive how any 
Government, having put such a measure in 
force, could, at the end of a year or two, 
dispense with it. They might take it that

Deblin had been looking forward to a de- 
creasud local. rate, but this new impost has 
come. along. As an indication of the trade 
of the city, anyone could see that many of 
the big drapery houses, in their ‘balance 
sheets, were not only not paying dividends, 
but were making losses. Shops in the prin- 
cipal streets were untenanted. They had a 
number of new industries started, as much 
to give employment as for personal gain. 
These. industries, he knew, could not stand 
further taxation, and the result would be 
bankruptcy.

PROPOSAL TO 
THE 

Sir Thomas Robinson proposed. an amend- 
ment, the effect of which would be te 
eliminate the 2s. from the resolution. He 
said that he was not at all out of sympathy 
with consideration for the unemployed and 
for those who were in distress in the City 
and County of Dublin. It was over thirty 
years ago that, as a member of a board cf 
guardians, he set himself out to relieve the 
unemployed outside, rather than inside, the 
walls of the workhouse. The question of 
supporting the poor and destitute was not 
the question underlying this bill. 

Jt was perfectly evident to anyone living 
in or trading in the City of Dublin, cr 
paying rates there, that the number of unem- 
ployed was not due to the ordinary life of 
the city or community. They knew that it 
was due to the tremendous influx of country 
people into the city during the last few years, 
and to the larger number of employable 
people. Women had come in to take places 
which they did not take some years ago. 

They had been so satisfied with the Govern- 
ment in the city that they had put up with 
many things; but this proposed injustice they 
could not put up with. He was.speaking as 
representing some very large ratepayers 
and business people, to whom this 
burden anight mean’ additonal unemployment. 
He had considered the matter carefully, 
and he thought that this burden was a 
national burden, and ought to be borne by 
the State, and not by the ratepayers of the 
city and the townships of Pembroke and 
tathmines. He proposed as an amendment to 
leave out the words in the resolution after 
Poor Kelief (Dublin) Bill,. 1929, and to 
insert ‘‘ ands of opinion that the burden ts 
of a national character. and should be carried 
by the State.” It was an alarming thing 
that though the matter was mentioned there 
a month ago very little seemed to have since 
been done about it. 

The three great parties in the Dáil were 
united in support of the bill, and when 
they were united it was a menace to the rate 
payers, He believed that the Council of the 
Chamber of Commerce were acting in what 
they thought wasthe best manner, but he felt 
that in offering the 2s. they were sacrificing 
the principle which they were there to 
advocate. (Applause.) He believed that if 
they offered 1s, they would be sacrificing prin- 
ciple, and that was why he proposed to 
eliminate the 2s., and to stand on the ground 
that they knew the distress was not due to 
local causes. but to national reasons, 

A STATE MATTER. 

Mr. C. E. McGloughlin seconded the 
amendment. He said that it was a State 
matter. He was there as a member and also 
as representing the Port and Docks Board, 
and he had come with instructions to support 
the resolution. (Laughter. ) 

Mr. William Ireland, 
supported the amendment, ard said t 
was a State question. He knew of hundreds 
of people who came from the country and 
looked for situations in Dublin, and, unfor 
tunately. when some of them got them they 
were not capable of minding them. 

PEMBROKE'S VIEW, 

Mr. J. W. Brittain, Chairman, Pembroke 
Urban Council, said that a sense of public 
duty obliged him to be present in order to 
emphasise the protest made by his Ceuncil 
against the passing in its existing form of 
the Poor Relief Bill. He read the resolution 
of protest, and said that he noticed 
that when the attention of the Dail 
was directed to it, a deputy named 
Cassidy endeavoured to discount it by point- 
Ing out that it was moved by a member o 
the Chamber of Commerce; but the Deputy 
did not mention that it was seconded by a 
Labour member, and that the majority of 
voting for it were Labour members. 
expressed. the considered 
judgment of the Council, which was com- 
posed of all political parties.

They said that they felt it 
would be damaging them personally if they 
were to accept charity or to become outdocr 
paupers, It was work that they wanted 
The deputation handed in a list of twenty- 
four names of men, married and with 
families, who had not had a day’s work nn 
two vears. hey said that they had managed 
iv exist because of good neighbours, and had 
got help from societies. He asked them to 
picture these twenty-four families two years 
hence under the bill. Children, many of 
them growing into men and women, living 
on outdoor relief, with the hope of work dead 
in the parents and confirmed in their children, 
and to be. in all probability, repeated in the 
lives of the latter. Was that the sort of 
thing they wanted in this young State? Was 
it a solution? His own opinion was that 
this should be called “a bill to turn a fester 
ing sore into a malignant wound.”’ 
RETARDING ENTERPRISE. 

He asserted that this bill had not for tts 
main object the provision oí: more work by 
stimulating private enterprise, and that it 
would not even touch the fringe of the ques- 
tion, but would leave matters permanently 
worse than they were at present, with dis: 
astrous results to the whole community.. He 
could not imagine anything more calculated 
to retard enterprise or to damage a com: 
munity than a large incredse in rates, The 
resolution asked that the rate to he struck 
should not be more than 2s. He supported 
that, but he should like to qualify it. In 
his opinion a rate of 2s, properly adminis 
tered, and on different lines to that contem- 
plated, could give more genuine relief than 
an unlimited rate administered as contem- 
plated

time would not cost anything “approaching 
the figures contemplated by the present pro- 
posals. 

Mr. J. C. M. Eason said that poor relief 
had been distributed for a hundred years. 
If Dublin was not to pay any poor relief it 
would become a national charge all over the 
country, and such an ‘amendment’ as that 
handed in by Sir Thomas Robinson would, 
in his opinion, be disastrous. . He thought 
that poor rélief shonld be .paid for in . the 
area in which it was distributed. Personally 
he was satisfied that no Government could 
remedy. unemployment, 

PLEA FOR MODERATION. 

The Chairman said that, as he hed already 
explained, thé Council “had considered’ ‘this 
matter carefully. If they thought that they 
could get what Sir Thémas Robinson wanted 
they would be glad to do so, but they felt 
that they could not.

CORK, Monday 

One means of adding to the output of 
Irish factories in a manner that might pos- 
sibly dispense with, the necessity for proteec- 
tive tariffs was put forward by Mr. M. J. 
Barrett, the President of the Cork Chamber 
of Commerce, at the ninety-third annual meet- 
ing held here te-night. 

'“ Protection would never be necessary, he 
said, if we only had the common-sense, not 
to say patriotism, to supply our wants from 
one of our own factories as far as is prac- 
ticable. And by seeking for it it is sur- 
prising the large amount of ovr require 
ments which can be supplied by our own 
mills and factories,’ 

To anyone who took the trouble to inquire 
it was surprising, to find the large propor- 
lion of their people who were in ignorance 
of the products of this eountry. Within 
fifty mild from Cork there were numerous 
inhabitants unaware of the fact that there 
were clothing, shirt, hosiery and sweet fac- 
tories in Cork, and. that the finest gold and 
silversmith's work that could be produced 
anywhere was manufactured there, Surely, 
that was a serious defect in their educa- 
tional system, and he would suggest that 
a directory containing the lists of every 
factory in the Free State should be prepared 
showing the particulars of the goods pro- 
dneed, stich a publication being made acces- 
sible to every student. They ‘should also 
have their products displayed, as far as 
is practicable, in various centres. 


“A BRIGHT FUTURE.” 

“I am not pessimistic about Treland,”’ 
added Mr. Barrett. '“1 use the word in the 
broadest embracing the thirty-two 
colnties; “nor am Í so foolish as to 
depict it as a. land flowing with the milk 
and, honey of prosperity, but I do think, and 
am fully convinced, that, with kind co-opera- 
tion and, rigid economy, there is a bright 
future before the country. This cannot be 
brought about by a pious wish or nonsensical 
oratory, of which we often get a surtett 
without any beneficial results, simply 
because the subject is not — sufh- 
ciently studied. Let us try to get rid of 
bitterness aml deplorable controversies, and 
endeavour to co-operate im an unselfish, un- 
liassed spirit for the general welfare of the 
country. “This is bound to bring more happt- 
ness into our daily lives, and materially pro- 
mote the country’s prosperity, 

The. trade .of Cork and its industries had 
been well maintained during the past year, 
nnd many houses were able to report satis 
factory progress. This, after the serious 
difficulties unter which trade had to be con- 
ducted for many years, was very encourag

Southey in Scotland. 


In the year 1819 Robert Southey, then 
Poet Laureate, accompanied the celebrated 
engineer, Thomas Telford, in a six weeks’ 
tour of Scotland. He wrote a journal! of 
the tour, the manuscript of which lies in 
the library of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. At last, one hundred and ten 
years after its compofition, it is published 
by Mr: John Murray. <A remarkable 
picture of Northern Britain is unfolded ; 
for Southey was a sharp and interested 
observer, and set down his thoughts with 
rare vivacity. Scotland, as he sees it, is 
a raw iand, newly being subdued, by 
engineering works and the progress of 
education, to civility. The echoes of the 
Jacobite risings and the subsequent social 
revolution of the Highlands ring through 
the pages. Rudimentary sanitation hardly 
has appeared in the hostelries; the homes 
of the common people are ' man-sties’’ ; 
and the Highland lairds are reckless and 
rapacious, using their unlimited power 
with cruelty and selfishness, Edinburgh 
is a showy city, spoiled by an excessive 
ambition; Glasgow is negligible; but 
Aberdeen is notable for a brave use of 
granite in the ‘‘new Episcopal Church, 
with a rich Gothic front.”” If Southey’s 
report is so unfavourable concerning the 
outer appearance of the land, it yet is 
manifest that he mightily enjoyed his 
tour. He saw a nation poised between 
two ages, like Ireland to-day, with all the 
ferment of change in its blood. The older 
Scotland, with its patriarchal and 
romantic ways, or the Scotland that was 
to come with its great cities, shipyards 
and coal pits, would be less rich in interest 
to the traveller. Not in another time 
would Southey find so many droll and 
curious charactets—the same characters 
that peopled the novels of his contem- 
porary, Sir Walter Scott. There was, for

Johnson, who used to say of his own town

This question is vexing the 
coffee-producers cf Brazil. A convention 
was held in Sao Paulo recently, and the 
President of the Coffee Institute reviewed 
the situatién. He said that the bean 
represented 70 per cent. of Brazilian ex- 
ports, and -coffee production, therefore, 
required the attention of every Govern- 
ment. During the last three years exports 
of bean, both in quantity and in value, 
exceeded exports for amy previous three- 
year period. It was suspected by some 
that the maintenance of the present price, 
and the continuance of a high demand, 
were circumstances that were causing new 
plantations to be founded in Brazi] and 
elsewhere, with the consequent danger of 
over-production. The institute, however, 
believed this opinion to be incorrect. 
Present prices for Brazilian coffee are 
lower than the prices of the mild coffees. 
go that the countries which produce -the 
mild varieties have no encouragement to 
increase their plantations in rivalry with 
Brazil. The havoc wrought upon the 
Brazilian fields by the prodigious frosts of 
1918 brought the competitors into the 
market ; but the plantations of Brazil now 
are at maximum production once again. 
This year’s Brazilian crop is estimated at 
21,000,000 bags ; that of all rival countries 
is estimated at 8,000,000. A world 
demand of 24,000,000 bags is expected. It 
seems, therefore, that Brazil will be able 
this year to meet the greater part of the 
market with coffee at competitive rates, 
and to dispose of her whole output without 
lowering the present.prices. On the other 
hand, any large increase of output would 
glut the present market, with consequent 
loss to the producers. The institute at 
Sao Paulo considers, therefore, that pro- 
paganda| designed to increase the use of 
coffee throughout the world is the chief 
need of the producers, and the sole hope 
of cheaper supplies for the consumer.

POST OFFICE SAVINGS.

NEW FREE. STATE 
FACILITIES. 


By Our PoLITICAL. CORRESPONDENT. 

I learn that the Free State Post Office 
is considering the extension to depositors 
in the Post Office Savings Bank in this 
country of some at least of the new 
facilities which have recently been given 
to dépositors.in the British Post Office 
Savings Bank. It may be some time, how- 
ever, before these facilities will be intro- 
duced in the Free State. 

These increased facilities for depositors 
in the British Post. Office Savings Bank 
became operative on Thursday last. The 
prohibition against depositors having more 
than one savings bank account is removed, 
end depositors now may have a beneficial! 
interest in more than one account. The 
maximum amount which depositors may 
withdraw on demand at any time has been 
increased from £2 to £3, and immediate 
annuities may be purchased up to a 
maximum of £300 as against the former 
maximum of £100. 


COLLEGE THEOLOGICAL 
SOCIETY, 
ADDRESS ON “MODERN 
CHRISTIANITY.” 

A general meeting of the College Theo- 
logical Society was held last night in Trinity 
College. Dublin, 
The Rev. N, J. D, White, D.D., in the 

chair, 

Mr. J. F. Ruddell, B.A, (Hon. Treasurer). 
read a paper on “ Modern Christianity.”’ In 
a. treatise characterised by clearsightedness 
and. fearless examination of doctrinal 
problems, the essayist stressed the import- 
ance of harmonising our theological beliefs 
with the latest scientific research. Starting 
from the position that the laws of nature 
are an expression of the Divine Creator. Mr. 
Ruddell illustrated the difficulty of recon- 
ciling miraculous ‘Scriptural events with the 
rigid principles of - Physics. 

Mr. 1. C. Hammond (Mod.), B.A., speak. 
ing .io the paper, paid tribute to the 
essayist’s vigorous treatment of the subject. 
while showing the supreme importance of 
human personality and spontaneity in the 
sphere of causation. He illustrated the point 
by showing how the creative genius of 
Beethoven predominated over the mathe- 
matically rigid laws of acoustics in compos- 
ing his immortal symphonies. 

Colonel C. R. F. Seymour, M.A.. attri- 
huted the decline in Church attendance to 
the conservative principles of the leaders of 
the Church. 

The Hon, Secretary pointed out some of 
the difficulties which attend the explanation 
of miracles as the effect of mind on matter.

The ‘ellowing S,O.S. was broadcast by 
the B.B.C. last night:—‘‘ We have just 
been asked to request any ship which may 
be in the vicinity of Wooltack Point 
(Pembrokeshirc) .to send, if possible, 
radio or vis2al signals to the steamship 
Molesey, which is ashore there and break- 
ing up.” 

The owners, it was stated, are sending 
all possible assistance trom Milford 
Haven. including tugs. lifeboat and rocket 
apparatus. 

The Moiescy’s gross tonnage is 3,809. 
She is owned by the Britain Steamsh:p 
(ompany, Ltd., and.the London managers 
are Messrs. Watts. Watts and Company. 

“We first received news that the ship 
was in difficulties at S o'clock to-night,” 
said an official of the company to a Press 
Association reporter, “ Our first iníorn;a- 
fion was that she was in distress, and then 
that she was ashore at Wooltack Point, 
Pembroke. 

‘She was earrying no cargo, but there 
would be a crew, I think. of thirty-three 
or thirty-four men. On Saturday she left 
Liverpool,.and was bound for Cardiff. 


TUGS AND LIFEBOATS. 

“As soon as we heard of the situation 
tug-boats, lifeboats, and the rocket 
apparatus people were promptly advise, 
and we are hoping to have news of the 
safety of the crew, if not of the ship.

REQUIEM OF THE GUNS 
IN PARIS. 


PREMIER'S TRIBUTE IN THE 
CHAMBER. 
From Revter’s ConresPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

One hundred and one shots, fired at the 
rate of two a minute, from a French 75 
mm. anti-aircraft gun placed at the Jena 
Gate, announced the burial of M. 
Clemenceau to the City of Paris. Most of 
the business houses had just closed for 
the day, and the gun was beard by 
thousands of people walking through the 
streets. 
Similar honours were paid to the late 
statesman throughout the country; and, 
by the orders of the Minister of Marine, 
every naval station and warship fired 
three salvoes of twenty-one guns each, as 
is usually done on Armistice Day. 


“ INCARNATED A NATION.” 

M, Tardieu, the French Premier, who 
was one of M. Clemenceau’s closest col- 
laborators in 1919, paid him a heartfelt 
tribute in the Chamber cn behalf of the 
Government this afternoon. 

“ Clemenceau was one of those rare pre- 
destined men,” he said, “who come 
at the hour when the nation has need 
of them to awaken the national conscience. 
When, on November 11th, 1918, he pro- 
claimed the greatest victory im our 
history, he knew the reward of a life 
which, for three-quarters of a century, 
had ever been tending towards the moment 
when the man incarnated a nation. He 
united in himself the two great moral 
forces, the two driving passions of our 
history—national independence and demo- 
cratic liberty.”’ 


THE BATTLES OF THE PEACE. 
Then, speaking of the peace which 
followed the war, M. Tardieu said: “I 
saw him, in the close intimacy of a task 
the memory of which will never leave me, 
all through the difficu]t and little-known 
battles of peace, defend, foot by foot, the 
future of France.” For ten years after- 
wards there was the serenity of soli- 
tude; “ but in his proud retreat an im- 
mortal recompense was his—that ct 
having, by the most astonishing conjunc- 
ture of the man and the hour, saved 
France from the abyss.” : 
The Chamber heard both M, Tardieu’s 
speech and that of the President of the 


House earlier, standing, as did the 
spectators who crowded the public 
galleries. There was long applause at the 


conclusion of the speeches, and the sitting 
was postponed. 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE’S 
MESSAGE,

TWO BADLY BURNED. 

The British Chemist arrived at Grancge- 
mouth yesterday: morning from Abadan 
with ten theusand tons of crude oil. It 
is reported that fire broke out im an 
adjoining vessel and spread to the oil 
tanker. 

Three terrific explosions followed, ‘the 
whole town being shaken. The fierce 
blaze hit up the district for miles around, 
and was clearly seen from the Pife side of 
the Firth of Forth. Many people had 
remarkable escapes. 

Six members of the crew were trapped

on board and Jeapt for life from the 
bridge into the harbour. They were 


picked up burned and shaken, two of them, 
itis understood, having received extensive 
burns. 

Sixty. feet of the starboard .side of tho 
ship was blown out, and the" explostdns, 
which shook buildings all over the district, 
were heard over a wide jarea. 

The ship had discharged her cargo, and 
it is thought the explosions were due to 
the ignition of oil vapour. 


THREE EXPLOSIONS. 
: & 
FIRE ENGINES CALLED OUT, 

An official of the Grangemouth Docks, 
speaking. to a Press Association reporter, 
said: “ About 8.15 I heard three very loud 
explosions, which shook my ofhee and 
made all the windows rattle. 

““I rushed out and saw a red glow in 
the sky. I went to the scene some distance 
away and found an oil tanker, the British 
Chemist, on fire. 

“ About sixty feet of her starboard side 
had been blown out and she was blazing 
furiously. 

‘* Most of the crew were on shore, but 
six men were trapped on board, by the 
flames; I- saw them standing on. the 
bridge, and then, finding other means of 
escape impossible, they took their lives in 
their hands and leapt -into the- water. 

‘It was a desperate chance, but 2 
came off; for they were all saved, though 
two of them were badly burned. 

‘‘ Four fire engines were rushed to the 
scene, but it. was nearly two hours before 
they could get the flames under control.” 

One of the harbour pilots said: “* There 
was one terrific explosion, followed by, 
two others in quick succession. Our office 


is nearly two miles away from the wharf 
where the tanker is moored, but the 
explosion shook it. The fire was burning 
fiercely for nearly two hours.

FOR DE-RATING. 


DONEGAL FARMERS’ 
SUGGESTIONS.

“ABOLISH ARMY AND 


COMPULSORY IRISH.” 


—T—— 


Suggestions that, the standing Free State 
Army and the com se. oh of Irish 
Should be auolished, in order io effect a 
sufficient. saving of public money to pay for 
the de-rating c/ agricultural land in the Free 
State, were made at a representative meetin 
of farmers «f East Donegal, which was hel 
in Newtowncunnirgham. 

e Chairman, Mr. John Tracy, solicitor, 
an extensive Donegal farmer, said that the 
Free State tarmers desired and were entitled 
to the same benefits as the farmers in England 
and Northern Ireland had received. heir 
claim had been refused because the Govern- 
ment said that they had no money to finance 
the scheme. He understood that last year 
twenty-four riliion pounds had been spent 
on running the country. That was, roughly. 
one million for each county; but, in regard to 
Donegal, there was no evidence that such a 
sum or anything approaching it had becn 
spent. It was the duty of their T.D.’s to 
insist on de-rating. 


PRICE OF FARM PRODUCE. 

Mr. John White, T.D., one of the Farmers’ 
Party. said that the. Government were 
endeavouring to explore every avenue that 
might lead Rote to a gatisfactory measure of 
de-rating; a measure that actually would be of 
benefit. To find the money for de-rating by 
the imposition of heavier taxes on essential 
foodstuffs, for instance, would not be a proper 
solution of the question. A _ proposition 
recently had been made to the Government in 
favour of nationalising main and trunk roads, 
and mental hospitals, and he was sure a sub- 
stantial saving could be effected in this 
direction. This might eventually involve the 
abolition of county councils. The price of farm 
produce was at present scandalously low. 

Captain Scott said that it had been sug- 
gested that the land annuities should be re- 
tained in the country, but that solution, to 
his mind, would raise very big issues and 
difficulties which might place the Free State 
in a much worse position than it occupied 
now. A very large part of the cost could 
be found in abolishing the Army. 


ARMY EXPENDITURE. 

The estimated expenditure on the Army for 
the financial year ending March last was 
£1,836,884, and that was not all, for there 
were pensions and so-called gratuities to be 
taken inte consideration. He suggested that 
it should be put to the Government that. the 
proposed Volunteer Reserve and the Civic 
Guard were a sufficient defence for the 
country. Again, the Free State had estab- 
lished Embassies and Legations in practically 
every capital of importance, These were 
luxuries which they could very well afford to 
do without. It had occurred -to him, as well 
as to many others, that the expenditure on 
the compulsory teaching of Irish was not only 
unnecessary, but ridiculously high. The 
fears entertained by town tenants that they 
would suffer by de-rating were absolutely 
groundless. 


THE GREATEST MISTAKE. 

Major Myles, M.C., T.D., said. that no 
man had dared to raise his voice against de- 
rating in the Free State. He never had con- 
cealed his opinion that it was the greatest 
mistake in the world when they had cast off 
their wealthy partner. He still held those 
views. If they had not cast off their wealthy 
partner they would have been to-day in the 
position enjoyed by the men of County Derry. 

"I believe,” Major Myles added, “' that if 
a plebiscite were taken to-morrow of the 
people of this country they would say they 
were the greatest fools in the world to cut 
themselves off from the milch cow.” 

Mr. Neil Blaney, T.D., a member of the 
Fianna Fail Party, said that the Army was 
simply maintained for one purpose only, and 
that was to keep the Government in power. 
His solution of the problem of finding the 
money to pay for de-rating was to have the 
land annuities retained in the country. 


THE BORDER. 

_ Mr. Alex. Kilgore said that the farmers 
in that part of the country wanted the border 
abolished. Say what they would, their trade 
was to Derry and through Derry. Although 
formerly an old Unionist, his heart and sou! 
was now in the Free State, and he desired to 
See it prosper. —“ We want de-rating,’’ he 
said, “and must get it. If our representa- 
tives do not go to the Dáil and use their in- 
fluence there, you know what to do at the 
next election, Put in your own men.” 

The Chairman said that he was glad to hear 
the T.D.’s told in plain, blunt language what 
they must do. The farmers did not demand 
a present from the Government; they 
demanded their rights, and their rights were 
that they should be placed in the same posi- 
tion as their neighbours over the border. 
‘You have a standing Army,” remarked Mr. 
Tracy, “ that if done away with would. enable 
the money to be found for de-rating.”’ 

Mr. White said that he could not agree 
with the suggestion to abolish the Army. 
The people of that district should remember 
what hapened there seven years ago. That 
showed the necessity for an Army.

In reply to the Judge, the withess gave 
it as his opinion that, in view of the defend.

JUDGE'S COMMENT, 
The Judge said that he had had abundant 


evidence as to character. This was a serious 
offence and a very important case. He 
thought since he came to the Bench he had 
not had a case quite so heavy and possessing 
such serious features in the public sense as 
well as in that of the law. - There had come 
from Dublin the chief inspector of the Insur- 
ance Commissioners, and also two other 
inspectors, and all of them had given the 
accused man as great and good a character 
and testimonial as he (the Judge) ever in 
his life heard given to a public servant.

THE SENTENCE.

“ THE DIVINE LADY ” AT 
THE METROPOLE. 


The love of Lord Nelson and Lady 
Hamilton ranks high amongst the great love 
stories in the world’s history, and in essaying 
to reproduce it in a motion picture the pro- 
ducers were undertaking a task as ambitious 
as it was difficult and delicate. When deal- 
ing with a character like Nelson, whose 
memory 18 so proudly—almost sacredly— 
enshrined in the hearts of the English-speak- 
ing world as the embodiment of courage and 
nobility of purpose, it was no easy matter to 
paint a picture which would preserve 
unsullied that tradition, and at the same time 
reflect with some degree of truth the story of 
his_love affair with Lady Hamilton. 

It was-apparently seeking to reconcile the 
irreconcilable. Yet, in the film, ‘‘ The Divine 
Lady,” which is showing at the Metropole 
Cinema this week, the First National 
Company have produced a picture which has 
achidved this purpose. e story, as the 
title suggests, als: more with the affairs «f 
the lady in the case. Jt is a case of truth 
being stranger than fiction. From the book 
of life there is extracted this tale of the 
humble serving maid, who, starting from the 
lowest ranks as help to her-mother, who was a 
cook, by her personal charm and talents 
forged her way upward until she occupied a 
proud place in European society, the wife of 
a British Ambassador in the Court of Naples, 
and the trusted friend and confidante Ob. a 
G@ueen. Perhaps, in the character s®etch of 
Emma, of these early days, the authors 
have tnrown across the canvas a roseate tinge 
which is apt to throw the figure into too 
kindly a light, but at Jeast they have 
Succeeded in making Emma a charming and 
loveable personage, and on that account they 
prepare one for that aftermath in which one 
is shown the proud vietor of the Nile spend- 
ing his days basking in the smiles of his lady, 
while all England and his wife grow weary 
and irrascible at the delayed bome-eoming of 
their hero. Very delicately they skate over 
that dangerous grcund when Nelson, resent- 
ing the slight. te Lady Hamilton, definitely 
makes the break and flies with her to the 
English countryside, where he, as proof of 
his consuming love for the lady, gives up his 
career and is seen living a life apparently of 
idyllic bliss, content with his partner and his 
rose garden. Very cleverly is shown the 
incident of the coming of his great friend 
Captain Hardy, with his appeal to Nelson. 
The French are on the sea; England is in 
danger, Nelson is wanted. It is a trying 
ordeal for Lady Hamilton, but she, whom 
England will not give to Nelson, proves her 
courage and love and gives Nelson to Eng 
land. She hands him his hat and his sword, 
takes a last farewell, and sends him to the 
great victory of Trafalgar, and his death. 
The picture outlines the incidents; moralists 
are left to draw their own conclusions. 

The story has been beautifully handled and 
produced, specially stirring are those 
wonderful scenes depicting the fighting ships 
of thuse gran cld days. . One feels a genuine 
thrill in seeing the battle squadrons, with fall 
canvas flying, bearing down on each other, 
the different ships of the Jine pick- 
mg out and engaging their respective 
Opponents. the battle of Trafalgar 
is drawn with particular care, and one lives 
through the stirring incidents when Nelson 
orders his famous message, ‘‘ England 
expects, eic.,” to be run to the masthead, 
and later his being fatally wounded in the 
moment of victory. These scenes are depicted 
alter the manner which is so familiar from 
paintings. 

The acting is in the hands of a very clever 
company of players. Corrinne Griffith has 
never done anything better than her 
characterisation of the Lady Hamilton. Her 
acting in that wonderful love scene in the 
te at Naples is pulsatingly real. Victor 
‘arcohi gives a very impressive study of 
lord Nelson, though in the make-up towards 
the end there are a couple of little slips, 
possibly due to the camera catching the 
subject at an awkward angle. H. B. Warner 
makes Lord Hamilton rather a pathetic 
figure. Ihe supporting cast is capable. and 
the photography good. 

The film is a silent one, but sound effects 
are introduced during the battles at sea, and

Where was 
the vaunted integrity of the Commissioners 
if they allowed themselyes io be taken 
off .their . pedestal and fall back into 
the jobbery and corruption that brought 
about their appointments’ They should re- 
fuse to precipitate themselves into the ab- 
surdity of a sham election that day. 

Mr. Ward denied that there was any such 
thing. as. jobbery. . They were, there to ad- 
minister the law, and they had no other 
choice. 

Mr, Tully said that, like Mr. Ward, he 
was not a politician; he was an economist. 
They wanted food for the peor children, not 
political issues. 

Mr. Sean “McGurl seconded. 


THE RATES. 

Mr. Kelly—At the time that Dr. Barrett 
came there and asked them to agree to this 
appointment the feeling of the Council was 
that it was not to involve the rates of Meath 
to a huge extent. He tald them coolly that 
it did not matter whether they agreed to the 
appointment or not. It would be done in 
spite of them. it was reported that Dr. 
O'Higgins had been asked to take up this 
position in Meath. Who asked him?, If these 
people had the giving of the appointment, 
why ask the Council to be puppets for what 
they did? Why did they advertise and put 
the Council to that expense’? He did not see 
how any man, nó matter how great a sup- 
porter of the Government, could not but feel 
that this was a political job. If there was 
one honest man in the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party that man was Dr. O'Higgins. He came 
from the same place as he (Mr. McGurl). He 
knew his people in Clonmellon, and his grand- 
father was the man who stood behind the 
people in the Land League days, He had no 
objection to Dr. O'Higgins, but he had to the 
methods adopted by the Appointments Com- 
missioners and the Goverument, .. They told 
them that they were phtting up a seheme in 
the County Meath which would cost £2,000. 
£1,000 for a medical officer of health, and 
the Council were told that they had no power 
at all. They had offered him the position, 
and they had asked him tocome from America 
and accept it. 

THE ACT. 


Mr. A: Mathews, “T.D. said that he did. not 
care to touch in this matter, but he would re- 
mind them that there was this, statute about 
the Appointrnents Commissioners passed by 
the Dail, and if Mr. Kelly's or Mr. McGarl's 
party éame into power to-morrew this. Ap- 
pointments Commissioi would have to. be 
carried out until the: Act setting it up was 
repealed. They had before them that day 
three appointments made by the Commis- 
sioners. If they had the making of 
these appointments themselves their lives 
for the last -fowr or: five years 
months would have been rendered intoler- 
able. This was a statutory obligation on 
them, and they should carry it out. Dr. 
O'Higgins had every qualification; he had 
been Medical Director of the Free State 
Army for six or “seven years, and unless he 
was an able man he would not have got that 
appointment. He did not believe that there 
was any favouritism shown by the Commis- 
sioners. 

Mr. C. Matthews said that he always was 
opposed to these. appointments. However, 
they agreed to the scheme, and the only 
thing that concerned him was that the doctor 
should reside in Meath, and that he would 
devote his whole time to it. 

Mr. Rooney said that they should add to 
the resolution a request that Dr. O’ Higgins 
should resign from the Dail. 

The Chairman (Mr. John Quinn)—We have 
no power to make him resign. 


“AN OUTRAGE.” 


Senator Duffy said that it went without 
saying that a man taking up a public ap- 

yntment could not hold his position in the 
Dail ; if he did it would be an outrage on 
the ratepayers. 

Due de Stacpoole—We elect him as a full- 
time officer. 

The Chairman said that they had no option 
but to make the appointment, if. they re: 
fused the Department would send down a 
sealed order appointing him. over their heads, 

Mr. MoGurt said that it appeared. in the 
Press, and it was not contradicted, that Dr. 
O'Higgins was asked to accept this position, 
and that he would carry on his duties as 
Parliamentary representative. 

Senator Duffy replied that he did not he- 
lieve everything that appeared on the news- 
payers. 

l'wenty-four voted for making the ap- 
pointment and six for taking no action.

INSURANCE BILL. 


SECOND READING CARRIED. 
—- -}@-- — 
MONEY RESOLUTION 
PASSED, 
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OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

Lhe Prime Minister, in the House of 
Commons to-day, mentioned that a Bill of 
indemnity would be introduced at once in 
connection with the appointment of seven 
Under-Secretaries, instead of the six allowed 
by the Secretaries of State Act, 1926. The 
mistake had arisen because the authority 
consulted had given his opinion before 1926. 

Mr. Joseph Devlin unexpectedly intervened 
in the debate on the second reading of the 
Unemployment Insurance Bill, Though a 
good many years have elapsed since he was 
one of the foremost Parliamentary figures in 
the Home Rule debates, his speech to-day 
showed that he had lost very little of his 
fire and vigour. Mémbers crowded in to hear 
him, and they followed him with the closest 
attention. He was wholeheartedly in suppert 
of the bill, and, so far, few of the Govern- 
ment’s own snpporters have put the case for 
the measure more forcibly and with greater 
effect. He remarked that it was 25 years ago 
since the word “ demoralisation,’’ which they 
had heard much of during the debate, was 
first made use of in that House. The occasion 
was when a bill was introduced to give 
pensions to people of 70 years of age—5s. a 
week, A then distinguished member of the 
House said that it was demoralising the poor 
and the aged—(laughter)—and that it would 
mean the destruction of the British Empire. 
That distinguished personage forgot to tell 
the House that he himself was in receipt of 
a pension of £1,500 a year. “ You dignify 
the rich if you give them large pensions,”’ 
commented Mr. Devlin, “but you humiliate 
and demoralise the poor if you give them 
miserable pensions.” That was a sort of 
méntality he could not understand. 

lt was not often that he was found 
in support of the British Government. 
but the present Administration was 
entitied to his sympathy. They had 
only been in office six months, 
but they had done very well, especially in 
the sphere of international polities. He con 
sidered that they deserved encouragement in 
their attempts to solve the industrial and 
economic problems which confronted them, 


A NATIONAL COUNCIL. 

He suggested that this question could be 
capable of solution by the appointment of a 
National Connecil, which should have on it 
Mr. J. H. Thomas, Mr. Lioyd George, both 
of whom had splendid imagination, with 
Mr. Baldwin as a moderating influence. 
(Laughter.) It was absurd to expect. the 
Government to do everything in six months. 

The expenditure mvyolved by the bill had 
been much criticised... It was a queer thing 
that when hon. members opposite criticised 
expenditure it was always when it was ex 
penditure for the benefit of the. common 
people. (Ministerial cheers.) Money, of 
course, never demoralised the rich. 
(Laughter. ) He was a member of the 
Northern Lreland Parliament, which covered 
a population of 1,200,000, and one of the most 
itiful and tragic experiences to him was to 
find eople day after day looking for work, 
and failing to find it. It was because of 
this state of things that the bill, without 
the ‘* genuinely-seeking-work’’ proposals 
would be worthless. 

Mr. Buchanan, who was strongly in sup- 

rt of Mr. Maxton's proposals for increas. 
ing the benefits under the bill, said that 
the pass which had been given to poor 
people ought no more to be repudiated than 
the payment oí interest on the national debt 
The “genuinely-seeking work clause still im- 
posed a test, and hé urged the Government 
to withdraw it, and provide a real remedy. 
It was a significant thing that no one on 
the Labour beriches had said a good word in 
favour of the bill, and how a Minister draw 
ing £5,000 a year could justify the proposed 
miserable and contemptible benefits to adults 
and children passed his compréhension. 

The Government should say plainly either 
that. the promises they made at the general 
election could mot be carried out, or that 
they were prepared to carry them out. In 
taking the course he did, he knew the risk 
he was running, as he had nothing beyond 
his M.P.’s salary of £400 a year. 

Mr, Ormsby-Gore said that the funda- 
mental viee of the present system of un- 
employment insurance was that it was mixed 
up with wuncovenanted benefits, extended 
benefits, and transitional benefits, He also 
considered that juvenile unemployment should 
be dealt with under a separate scheme, 


THE MALCONTENTS. 

Mr. Tom Shaw, in concluding the debate, 
described the bill as an emergency measure, 
designed to deal with the situation, pending 
consideration’ of large? issues. In the 
** genuinely-seeking-work ”*: clause, he said 
that the Government were desirous of seeing 
that the. ona fide unemployed person; was 
not robbed of benefit because of his inability 
to state a case, and if the words in the clause 
would not achieve that. object, Miss Bond- 
field would be ready to consider any other 
wording suggested in order te make the posi- 
tion perfectly plain. 

Turning to malcontents on the Government 
side of ‘the House, Mr. Shaw said that 
whilst he appreciated the point of view of 
Mr. Maxton, it was hardly fair for him to 
describe this bill as the Government policy, 
seeing that it was a purely emergency mea- 
sure.~ There were many more things that 
the Government would like to do, but which 
they could not do until they had a majority. 

The second reading was carried on a divi- 
sion by 299 votes to 213. 

Miss. Bondfield then moved the financial 
resolution in connection with the bill. . The 
expenditure involved was strongly criticised 
hy Sir K. Hilton-Young, who said that the 
whele scheme of “unemployment insurance 
had fallen into ruins, and the new burden of

IMPROVEMENT SCHEME, 
sniiiniiecce 
COMPREHENSIVE 
PLANS. 
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From HEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

The Government laid on the table of the 
Chamber to-day the bill embodying the five 
milliard improvement scheme, foreshadowed 
in M. Tardieu’s programme on assuming 
office. 

The bill covers a wide field—electrification 
of the countryside, betier water supply, 
afforestation, donations for agricultural insti. 
tutions, rural telephones, improved wireless 
service for country dwellers, and the making 
of remote mountain villages easier of access. 

Of these five milliard francs one thousand 
seven hundred and thirty millions go to 
agriculture, one thousand four hundred and 
Alty millions to social welfare, and 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty 
million francs to public works, industry and 
commerce, 

Out of the last-mentioned section twenty 
millions will be allowed to the National 
Tourist ‘Office, on the ground that “ the sums 
spent by foreigners in France are a valuable 
contribution to the equilibrium of our trade 
balance; therefore, it is important to attrac 
foreign tourists and to prevent the pro- 
paganda of other countries from causing them 
io shorten or dispense with their visit to 
France.
